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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed on 8/21/2009 have 
been fully considered but they are not persuasive. In response to applicant's argument that Ueda "does not disclose or suggest storing all 
of the parameter information of the video packets sequentially to all of the parameter information of the audio packets", it should be noted 
that such feature is not specifically recited in the claim. In addition, applicant aruges that "the format of the parameter information file is at 
least shown in applicant's fig. 2". However, It should be noted that it is the claims that define the claimed invention, and it is the claims not 
the specification that are anticipated or unpatentable. It should also be noted that the broadley claimed limitation of "wherein a data storage 
format of the parameter information file is such that all parameter information in the parameter information file associated with one type of 
data is stored sequential to all parameter information in the parameter information file associated with another type of data by using a 
classification according to a type of data" in claim 1 is read by Murphy in view of Ueda as explained in the prior Office Action. Ueda 
discloses (in col. 14, Ins. 43-col. 15, Ins. 10; figures 7 and 21-22) the feature of the claimed sequential storing format of parameter 
information per data type. Therfore, Ueda discloses the applicant's BROADLEY recited claim limitation. 
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
